The McGill International House 
•Fund committee .is at the. present 
time laying the groundwork for a 
campus wide organization to work 
for the establishment of an "In- 
lernational House residence and 
clubhouse" on or near the McGIll 
campus.. 
The overall framework of the 
" group ' has already~beeri approved 
by the S.K.C., the University Sen- 
ate and the Board of Governors 
of the university. All funds raised 
for the project are being lodged 
In a special account set up by 
McGIll and .enjoying income tax 
exemption, and an advisory com- 
mittee headed by Dr. James will 
assist In the administration of the 
fund. 

' The committee in charge does 
not Intend to launch an appeal for

funds, either on or off the campus, 
although donations are being ac 
cepted when offered. Instead, it Is 
. planned to raise funds through 
itudent efforts, and In that way, 
to afford everyone on,the campus 
a chance, to take part- 

At the present time, plans are 
underway for a big open-air dance 
on the campus, for one or more 
massed salvage drives, and for 'an 
International Variety Show. The 
group is also, on the lookout for 
other projects,' and will consider 
suggestions left for It In the Union 
Tuck Shop.

Report Shows 
s Position 




The Students' Society Is in the 
black again. 

The Annual Report .of the Audi- 
tors, presented .- to the Students 
Executive Council at Its second 
meeting last night, shows . that our 
Student's Society came out with an 
operating surplus ot $980.73 for the 
year ending June 30, 1952. This sur- 
plus was an unexpected one, as an 
estimate of the year's financial 
standing presented to the Council 
In the Spring predicted an operat- 
ing deficit ot between $1,000 .and 
$3.000. 

In adopting the report of the aud- 
itors last night, the Council felt 
that the basic financial position of 
the Soclsty is very sound. Total 
assets as presented In the balance 
*heet were approximately $52.000, 
with accounts still payable amount- 
ing to about $18.000. This leaves the 
Society with an accumulated sur- 
plus of $23.984. and a reserve for 
contingencies o' $10.000. The Soci- 
elies total effective aisets thus 
amount to $33,934.

Whenever he mentions this fact, people gen- 
erally say to him that students just haven't 
• time to learn the "dead languages" in this busy 
world. There are too many other things that 
have to be learned to get along in life. 
The classics, they say, may he all very well 
- for those who are able to dwell in academic 
leisure. But for the student who goes to a uni- 
versity to prepare himself for the outer world, 
; the classics just have to be passed over.

atin and Greek is a severe test for the mind. 
It demands self-discipline and serious applira- 
I tion. Courses in classics are not "soft." And: 
just because it is quite difficult to write an 
examination on Latin and Greek unless you 
, have really done your work, most students 
avoid these courses. 
. No doubt this professor is only too right, 
iucation as a whole has become afflicted 
i the principle that learning must be with- 
tears. The student must never be made to 




learn what he doesn't want to. And what he 
doesn't want to learn is often that which would 
require effort. 1 

Perhaps the matter is being made all the 
worse by the growth of "visual learning." If 
this goes much further, students will read their 
classics in comic books or see them enacted' 
while munching an afternoon snack in front 
of the television set. 

But true learning is never just "picking up 
information." It demands that some fields be 
mastered, even if it must be' limited. To learn 
something about everything might be an ad- 
mirable training for the cocktail parties of 
later life. But it will never form the sort of 
mind that wili give self-respect to the one who 
possesses it, or will command respect from 
those who are truly capable of judgment. 

Perhaps there is a danger that the modern 
university will be a place for providing stu- 
dents with the means for- "getting by." But the 
true rewards of learning, today and always, 
are reserved for those who are still prepared 
to "scorn delights and live laborious days." 
And in after years the memory, as well as the 
reward, of that labor will be wonderfully good.

Case of the Disappearing Boo

"Students eompUIn about itrict 
rules In the borrowing of books, yet 
their very behavior ' brings about 
these rules," said Sir. Pennington, 
librarian at Bédpath Library, 

Several, books have been lost 
every year from th*e shelves, and 
although no statistics are available, 
one notices that the greatest losses 
have been in the field of Law and 
Sociology. It is Interesting to notice 
that those pedple on the campus 
who occupy themselves with society 
and human rights should forget the 
most often to bring back the books 
taken out. Modern literature, math- 
ematics, statistics and books dealing 
with Russia disappear pretty often 
too. Two years ago there had' been 
Important losses in history books 
held on open shelves. 

Mr. Pennington laid stress on the 
fact that this Is not a monetary 
problem for the Library. 

"Students will take these recom- 
mended readings and many of them 
are unobtainable for two or three 
generations or more. They are not 
reprinted due to sHortage of paper 
In England. Students must under- 
stand that this means a very serious 
Intellectual loss for the University." 

The above mentioned facts, last 
year led the staff to increase strict- 
ness of the control. Very few books 
are left on open shelves and one has 
to show his library-card at the desk 
before taking out a book, 

Mr. Pennington mentioned a new 
method of control used in some 
modern libraries. -Each borrower 
has a little metal number. When he 
takes out a book, this piece of metal 
is put into a special machine which 
reproduces the number on the con- 
trolling card. This Is an excellent 
check, but too slow. 

In, the . new Bedpalh Library 
which will not be opened before the 
fall of 1853 the method of control 
will be entirely different from the 



present one, Students will be given 
access to open shelves, but or the 
condition of strict control at the 
door. 

'V "It will be good for them to get 
accustomed lo the idea of this new 
system." added Mr. Pennington. 

This matter is worth thinking 
over. The* entire student body must 
accept this discipline in order to 
protect itself against people whose 
"thirst for knowledge" can not be 
quenched unless they deprive other 
students of irreplaceable books.

MACDONALD COLLEGE: — A 
Mctiill professor may be able to 
take It easy during long summer 
months — though m» seldom does 
— but not so a professor of agric- 
ulture at Macdonald. 

So states Professor L. C, Ray- 
mond, chairman of Macdonald's 
Department of Agronomy. And he's 
ready to produce evidence to back 
up his claim. 

The evidence: 70 acres of field 
crops being grown experimentally 
by the Department on the extens 
fve College grounds. Including var 
ietles developed through years — 
or decades — of work at Macdon 
aid which are now gaining interna- 
tional recognition. 
The study of agronomy deals with 
field crops — crops grown on a 
relatively exteuMve^basls Dr. Ray- 
mond points out. Timothy, sugar 
beets, oats, barley, corn and other 
cereals are at present being inves- 
tigated by the Department. . .

Dr. Ray/nond stresses that "every- 
one works" during the summer in

Agronomy: "one of the busiest sea- 
sons of the year:'. Evaluation of

in a summer's activity. 

Much of the work on the crops is 
undertaken by upper-year Agricul- 
ture students who are employed by 
the College during the summer 
months and return to classes In the 
fall. Limited by finances and per- 
sonnel as to the amount of land 
that can be put to use, the Depart- 
ment concentrates " its efforts on 
types of. crops that are most com- 
monly grown in the Province, Dr. 



Raymond reports . 

Decades' Research 

Illustrating the time and «ffort 
that can go into the development of 
a successful variety of a crop, Dr. 
Raymond cites the example of Dol- 
lard Red Clover, a variety that has 
been under continuous Investigation 
at Macdonald since fis development 
at the College In 1011 and which is 
not ns yet ready to be distributed 
in its present slate. He reports that 
cros.<-pollination and selection have 
developed a product which, after 
crossing with another experimental 
variety, should be ready for distri- 
bution in the near future: a, gener- 
ation alter the work was beiun.
